SUMMARY: MAAG CONVERSATIONS HELD WITH RNLAF PERSONNEL WHO 
ACCOMPANIED MOD BREDELING TO VISIT SECDEF, PLUS DCM TANGUY 
AND COL MILLER'S VISIT WITH GENERAL STOKLA HAS PROVIDED AN OVER- 
VIEW OF CONSORTIUM REACTION AND THOUGHTS. 

"WELL PLEASED" ENCAPSULATES THE DUTCH REACTION TO THE U.S. 

VISIT. END SUMMARY. 

SIGNIFICANT HIGHLIGHTS WERE: 
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1. VISIT PROVIDED EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY FOR MOD TO RENEW 
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ACQUAINTANCES AND MEET U.S. PERSONNEL INVOLVED IN FORTHCOMING 
U.S. AIR FORCE DECISIONS. 

2. COMMENTS MADE BY U.S. POLITICAL PERSONNEL CONCERNING 
CONGRESSIONAL INTENT WERE EXTREMELY EFFECTIVE. 

3. MODS WERE IMPRESSED WITH ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY AND 
CAPABILITIES OF AIRCRAFT. CONFIRMATION OF U.S. PURCHASE OF 
600 AIRCRAFT FOR U.S. AIR FORCE INVENTORY PLUS U.S. AIRCRAFT 
DEPLOYMENT TO EUROPE WAS A STRONG POSITIVE FACTOR IN MODS 
REACTION. 

4. DUTCH EMPHASIZED BELGIAN MOD VAN DEN BOEYNANTS WAS 
PROVIDED CONSIDERABLE INFORMATION THAT HE HEARD FOR THE 
FIRST TIME, HIS REACTION SEEMED FAVORABLE. 

5. ALTHOUGH METHOD OF PROCUREMENT (FIXED PRICE INCENTIVE 
FEE CONTRACT) WAS COMPLEX AND NOT WELL UNDERSTOOD BY MODS 
AT BRIEFING IN WASHINGTON. MODS LEFT WITH IMPRESSION U.S. 

HAD STRONG METHODS TO MANAGE AND CONTROL COSTS AND CONSORTIUM 
WOULD NOT BE LEFT AT MERCY OF CONTRACTOR COST OVER-RUNS. 

6. DUTCH SEEMED WELL PLEASED WITH U.S. REMARKS CONCERNING 
METHOD OF PURCHASE. AN FMS SALE WITH REDUCED ADMINISTRATIVE 
CHARGES APPEARED BEST METHOD. 

7. ONE TEAM MEMBER STATED DUTCH HAVE NO STRONG PREFERENCE 
FOR A PARTICULAR U.S. AIRCRAFT. BELIEVE ADVANTAGES IN ONE COULD 
EASILY OFFSET ADVANTAGES OF OTHER. RNLAF HAS SINCERE DESIRE TO 
PARTICIPATE IN SOURCE SELECTION AND EVALUATION. WILL ATTEMPT TO 
PERSUADE OTHER MEMBERS OF CONSORTIUM AND MODS TO SUPPORT 
CONCEPT OF PARTICIPATION BEGINNING NOV 74.
